Isn’t that a startling statement? 
“For there is no difference: For 
all have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God.” That passage is 
an extensive indictment of the 
whole human race. 


In Romans chapter 3, verses 9 
through 19 there are fourteen in- 
dictments of the human race, say- 
ing there is no difference, that all 
have sinned. That is a strange 
statement. We don’t feel that way 
generally. By human _ standards 
we say there are good men and 
bad men. By human standards we 
say there are good women and 
bad women. We think people in 
jail are crooked and mean, and 
the people outside are good and 
law-abiding. The truth’ of the mat- 
ter is that the difference is not 
necessarily a heart difference but 


simply a difference in that one| 


has learned to conform to certain 
human rules outwardly but has 
not any change in the heart, and 
the other has not learned to con- 
form to human rules outwardly 
but has the same’ kind of heart 
that everybody else by nature has. 
“For there is no difference: For 
all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God.”

Warning to Space Travelers 

If you are bothered with aller- 
gies, it might be a good idea to 
postpone your first trip to the 
moon until you find out more 
about what will await your lunar 
landing. One of the top U. S. space 
scientists recently released infor- 
mation indicating that the moon 
may be a far bigger dust bow] 
than any mid-thirty southern Kan- 
sas wheat field ever thought of 
becoming. -Dr. Robert Jastrow, of 
the National Aeronautics and 
space Administration (NASA), 
declared that what some scientists 


think to be “dry seas” on the 
moon “which look ‘smooth and 
inviting, might be filled with 


dust ‘to a considerable depth’ and 
covered only by a ‘relatively 
porous’ layer as fragile as toast.” 
Hoping to put a man on the 
moon “a decade or more hence,” 
Dr. Jastrow revealed that NASA 
is building a 300-pound robot 
which wiil land on the moon with- 
in the next two years, if every- 
thing goes according to present 
plans. However, Jastrow is afraid 
that H# the dry seas on the moon 
are filled with dust, the explora- 
tion vehicle might then be swal- 
lowed up and not be able to send 
back the data or be controlled by 
an operator ‘‘a quarter of a mil- 
lion miles away on the earth.” 


About the same time as the 
NASA news release, three of the 
National Bureau of Standards’ top 
scientists offered new evidence 
that life could not exist on Mars. 
While this may be saddening news 
to Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam and 
his fellow missionary-to-Mars ad- 
vocates, the scientists nonetheless 
declared that they have identified 
the gasses in the atmosphere 
around Mars to be so deadly and 
poisonous that probably not even 
ground-hugging mosses can exist 
there. 


The three scientists, Dr. Carl C. 
Kiess, an astrophysicist; his wife, 
Harriet K. Kiess, an astronomer; 
and Charles H. Corliss, a physicist, 
compared the kind of light trapped 
by Mars with the type absorbed 
by gasses in a laboratory test 
tube. Their experiments showed 
that the atmosphere of Mars con- 
tains “scads of toxic nitrogen com- 
pounds.” They also stated that 
the ice-like polar caps on Mars, 
believed by many astronomers to 
be ice, really consist of a frozen 
gas called nitrogen’ tetroxide, 
which looks snow white. 

Most Americans would do well 
to place their emphasis on mak- 
ing Heaven, not Mars. The former 
is a comparatively simple matter 
since it merely involves receiving 
Jesus Christ as Lord and Saviour. 
The Son of God replied to Thom- 
as’ question as to how one could 
get to Heaven, “J am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by me” (John 
14:6).

I do—now—but I remember with 
horror the first important com- 
pany I had at my house right after 
I was first married! 


We had invited Sandy’s aunt 
and uncle from the farm to have 
dinner with us and I ‘had carefully 
planned what I would serve and 
how I would serve it days ahead 
of time. I was so anxious that 
everything be just right; you 
know how a bride wants to make 
a good impression on the in-laws! 


My first problem came with the 
dessert. I had planned to have 
angel food cake with strawberries 
and whipped cream. When the 
cake came out of the oven it was 
about two inches high and as 
tough as it could be. The rest of 
the meal was not much better. 
The mashed potates were sticky 
and the gravy was lumpy. The 
jello didn’t come out of the mold 
right. I can’t remember what hap- 
pened to the vegetables, but I’m 
sure they weren't particularly a 
howling success either! 

The final defeat came with the 
meat. I had bought an expensive 
beef roast and felt at least some- 
what satisfied with the way it was 
cooked.

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“My Sole Guide in ‘Sermon 
Preparation” 

From 8S. T. Mangkho, Bible 
translator in Assam, India, comes 
this touching request for THE 
SWORD. Think of the influence 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD has 
on this man and his congregation. 
“Dear Sir: 

“I received THE SworD maga- 
zine free for one complete year 
in 1958. I was very much grate- 
ful for this wonderful Christian 
paper. I have been trying my best 
to subscribe it since I received no 
more copies of it. But my small 
pay of Rs 65/ - (about 13 dollars) 
p.m. cannot maintain my family 
sufficiently. I have asked your 
agent in India to let me know 
about the «subscription rate in 
Indian money. I was told the Rs 
17.50nP is the rate per annum, 
which is beyond.my means. More- 
over there is acute famine in this 
part of India, and as a result the 
churches are suffering beyond 
description. 

“It is now almost two years 
since you stop sending me your 
weekly paper, and I feel a kind of 
emtiness in my life. Your paper 
had been a sole guide in my ser- 
mon preparation and teaching in 


Sunday School. I read some of the, 


papers several times as they en- 
rich my life very much. I had 
been ashamed of asking you again 
for free copies, so I kept silent 
for all these days. But I could not 
keep silent any longer. I request 
you to send the copies again free 
of charge as I could not pay the 
subscription. I pray that some day 
I may be able to pay my sub- 
scription regularly. 

“IT am Bible translator for the 
Kukis who inhabit Manipur, North 
Cachar Hills, Naga Hills, and 
northern border of Burma. Their 
population is roughly 1,000,000, 
(one lac). Among the Christians, 
the population of Baptists is near- 
ly 15,000. Most of the churches are 
still young, the oldest being Tu- 
jangvaichong Baptist Church, es- 
tablished in 1914. 

“On Sunday I teach the English 
class in the Motbung Baptist 
Church school. The students are 
composed of many tribes coming 
from different parts of Manipur. 
I often preach on worship services 
at Motbung and the neighboring 
churches. Our work is tremendous. 
We wholly depend on God for 
guidance. But then we need also 
helpful materials in our humble 
work for the Master. We need 
your prayers and help.

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was his problem; it was another 
fellow’s wife! 

The moral, rotten spot in some 
fellow’s heart makes him ask fool 
questions. The Sadducees came 
and said, “Now Moses says that 
if a man was married and died 
without having any children, then 
the wife should marry his broth- 
er.” And they said, “There were 
with us seven brothers.” (Now I 
don’t know whether they were 
telling the truth or not or whether 
they were fixing this up for the 
question.) They said there were 
seven brothers. The woman mar- 
ried one, and he died; then she 
married another, and he _ died; 
then she married another, and he 
died; and they went right on down 
the line until they had the whole 
seven dead! Then they said she 
died. I would think so after all 
that! I think she would be tired 
out getting ready for the funerals 
and the weddings! And so these 
Sadducees said, “Whose wife will 
she be in the resurrection?” They 
didn’t believe in the resurrection, 
but they were ridiculing Jesus. 
They said, “Whose wife will she 
be in the resurrection?” Jesus an- 
swered, “Ye do err, not knowing 
the scriptures .. . for in the resur- 
rection they neither marry, nor 
are given in marriage, but are as 
the angels of God in heaven.” 

A fellow said to me not long 
ago, who had been married a few 
days—I called on him because he 
was an old friend of mine—“T tell 
you, Philpott, I married an angel.” 
I said, “Just wait a few days and 
you will find out. Angels don’t 
get married.” And that is what 
Jesus said here—just women folks, 
not angels. 

Jesus answered them in that 
way. Well, then the Pharisees 
asked this question, “By what au- 
thority do you do these things? 
Who gave you authority to teach 
these things?” 

And Jesus said, “I will ask you 
a question. If you will answer it 
right, I will answer this. The 
ministry of John the Baptist, was

man?” 

The Pharisees began to reason. 
They said, “If we answer that 
that ministry was from Heaven, 
then He will say, ‘Why don’t you 
do what John the Baptist told you 
to do? Why don’t you obey that 
teaching?’ And if we say that 
ministry was from man, then peo- 
ple will stone us, for the people 
have great confidence in John the 
Baptist and hold him in high re- 
gard. We will not answer this.” 

Then Jesus said, “Neither will I 
answer you.” 

Then the Herodians, the politi- 
cians, came and said, “We know 
you are an honest teacher who al- 
ways tells the truth, and we would 
like to know whether we should 
pay or whether you think it is 
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right to pay tribute to Caesar or 
not.” Any Jew in that day would 
have spoken up and said, “No,” 
and spit when he said it. They 
thought that Jesus, being a Jew, 
would be obliged to say the same. 
“Should we pay tribute to Caes- 
ar?” they asked. 

And Jesus said, “Why tempt ye 
me, ye hypocrites? Does any one 
here have a penny?” That is sug- 
gestive, isn’t it? The Man who 
has done the most good in this 
world never had.any money. Jesus 
never had money, and whoever 
blessed the world like Jesus? He 
said, “Shew me a penny”; so they 
handed Him one and He held 
it up to them. “Whose image is 


that? Whose superscription is 
that?” 
They said, “That is Caesar’s.” 


“All right,” Jesus said, “Render 
unto Caesar the things which are 
Caesar’s; and unto God the things 
that are God's.” 

The Caesars are making a big 
demand now, calling for the best 
that we have: our men, our 
women. And Caesar is getting the 
best of muscle and backbone and 
brains that we have. But there is 
the other side: “Render unto God 
the things that are God’s.” I have 
a feeling that we can: hasten a 
better day for the earth and 
humanity when we begin to ren- 
der to God the things that are 
God's. 

I am giving you this example of 
how He asked and sometimes ‘an- 
swéred questions by asking them. 


A Soul the Greatest Thing 
God Ever Created 


But I have taken this text to- 
night because I want you to see 
here that we have the divine es- 
timate of the value of a human 
soul. And we have here the answer 
to the question that we sometimes 
ask, “Why did He love me so? 
Why did my Saviour to Calvary 
go?” Because He knows the value 
of your soul and my soul. That is 
why He loves you so. He went to 
Calvary for us to make the salva- 
tion of our souls a possibility. 

In the first and second chapters 
of Genesis you have the story of 
creation. You will observe as you 
read it that man is the last on 
that long list of created things 
and created beings. But he is not 
last because he is the least im- 
portant; he is the most important. 
Someone has said, ““Man is God’s 
masterpiece -when it comes to 
creation,” and he is. In that first 
chapter you just have the purpose 
of God described, the creative pur- 
pose. 

“Let us make man in our image, 
after our likeness.” But in the 
second chapter, the seventh verse, 
you have that creative act de- 
scribed. That is the point. He 
formed man out of the dust of the 
earth and then He breathed into 
his nostrils the breath of life and 
man became a living soul. You 
don’t read that of any other 
created being or any other created 
thing. It is this that distinguishes 
man from every other created be- 
ing: man became a living soul. 

Think of it for a moment, be- 
loved friends. Had you ever 
thought of your soul as being 
greater than the whole world with 
all of its glamour and all of its 
glitter? Man is a living soul. 
Sometimes we say a man has a 
soul. You have heard that quite 
commonly said. But the nearest 
truth is to say man is a soul, Man 
has a body. He has a house in 
which he lives. 

I was reading something the 
other day about a great American 
citizen, John Quincy Adams. One 
day when he was eighty he took 
a walk, and a-neighbor shouted to 
him, “How is my good friend, John 
Q@uincy Adams?” 

The old man stopped, looked at 
the neighbor and said very slowly, 
“John Quincy Adams himself is 
very well indeed, thank you. But 
the house in which John Quincy 
Adams is living is sadky delapi- 
dated. The walls are beginning 
to tremble; in fact, every time 
the wind blows, this house trem- 
bles on its foundation. The roof 
is badly worn, too!” He said, “I 
think that John Quincy Adams 
will be moving out in a little 


while, but John Quincy Adams. 


himself is quite well, thank you.” 

You see, he distinguished be- 
tween his body and his soul, be- 
tween the place he had been living 
and where he was going to be. 


The outward man perisheth, the 
Scriptures teach, but the inward 
man is renewed day by day. 

Paul, speaking on this same line 
in the fifth chapter of II Corin- 
thians, spoke of the body as a 
tent, a dwelling. Some translators 
have translated it, “If this tent, 
this dwelling falls down and blows 
away, we have a house not made 
with hands, eternal in the heav- 
ens.” “Some of these days,” said 
Paul, “I shall be absent from the 
body and at home with my Lord, 
for I have a house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens.” 

Oh, I want you to see, my 
friends, that there is a distinction 
between your body and your soul. 


The Delusion of Trying to Win 
the World 


Now the supposition of this text 
is not only superlative; it is abso- 
lutely impossible. “If a man should 
gain the whole world’’—that isn’t 
possible. No man could gain the 
world. I know two or three fellows 
on the horizon right now who 
would like to do it, but they are 
not going to succeed. Alexander 
the Great conquered the whole 
known world and sat down and 
wept because there was no more 
world to conquer. But there were 
greater parts of the world Alexan- 
der never heard about. What he 
did conquer he never possessed. 
Napoleon came pretty near con- 
quering the world, but Napoleon 
finished up a brokenhearted man 
and a prisoner on an island sur- 
rounded only by sea. 

No man can conquer this world 
until He comes whose right it is 
to reign. There is One who has 
a right to reign. You know, from 
the rivers unto the ends of the 
earth, the kingdoms of this world 
belong to our God and to His 
Christ. Some day He is going to 
take that scepter and He is going 
to reign, and righteousness and 
peace shall cover the earth as the 
waters cover the sea. Won’t that 
be a wonderful day? Nations will 
learn war no more. The earth will 
be filled with the knowledge of 
the Lord. No wonder some of us see 
these things and believe these 
things and cry out in our hearts, 
“Come, Lord Jesus, come quickly!” 

Qh, we are the most favored 
people in all the earth, Canada 
and America.

No man shall gain the world. 
If he should, what would it profit 
him is the question, if he gained 
it and lost his own soul? 

Why should Jesus ask the peo- 
ple a question they couldn’t an- 
swer? I cannot say positively, but 
I will tell you what I think. I 
think He asked the question that 
day for the same reason I am 
»asking it tonight. He didn’t seek 
their opinion, He didn’t need it. 
But He was trying to make them 
think about God and the soul and 
eternal things. ~ 

That is one of the difficulties 
today, to get people to think. But 
bless you, if you start talking 
about God, and the soul and eter- 
nal doom, they will look at you 
as if you had smallpox or some- 
thing and get away from you. Why 
is it men thus turn from God and

I 
went on with the meeting and 
prayed and exhorted and invited, 
and some came. By and by Bob 
moved out of his seat, out into the 
aisle. I thought he was coming 
to the front, but to my amaze- 
ment, he turned and started to the 
back, and he almost ran for the 
door. 

I went back to see him in a 
day or two. I went to his job 


and found a man working at the 
lathe. I said, “Where’s Bob?”

I thought of Kaiser 
Wilhelm, and that matter comes 
closer to my heart because in the 
First World War I was called to 
the colors, and took infantry 
training and left home and educa- 
tion, and postponed marriage. I 
Was conscious of the _ terrible 
tragedy of the war. I am thinking 
about Hitler and those places 
where certain races were taken 
and people were burned and mil- 
lions of pegple killed wantonly. 
There was starvation, and murder, 
and oppression, and every kind of 
wickedness. I am _ thinking of 
Mussolini in Ethiopia and of a 
bombing plane sent close to the 
ground to kill masses of colored 
people who had nothing but 
spears. And Mussolini's son said 
when he was received so happily 
in America, ‘It was great fun to 
drop the bomb in the midst of a 
great milling throng and see the 
bomb explode.’ And he said, “The 
blood and broken bodies were like 
the opening of a great red rose.’ 

I am saying, surely God will 
call to account the conquerors 
who have made the earth red 
with blood of men and have made 
people’s hearts cry out with agony 
over persecution, trouble, and 
want.

I am a plain preacher and since 
by God’s mercy He has given me 
some of the hearts of the skid- 
row bums and the people in the 
jails, and down-and-outs, I dare 
not do other than preach plainly. 
So I come in contact with many 
a poor sinner. I kriow the mur- 
derer who stepped to the bars of 
the cell and eonfessed the murder. 
I know the man who heard me on 
the radio, then after he had gone 
a thousand miles wrote a pitiful 
card begging me to pray for him, 
and confessed how he killed a 
policeman because the policeman 
slapped him. I think of the pander- 
er in Seattle who told me, after a 
year of agony of soul, about the 
girls he led into sin and sold in 
white slavery. He asked, “What 
will I do? Some of them are 
dead and in Hell and there is noth- 
ing I can do to make restitution 
now.”’ I am thinking about a man 
who was converted in a meeting 
in Texas who came to me with a 
friend and said, “I heard you last 
night. I couldn’t go in there among 
the nice people, so I sat way back 
to myself. Others would not want 
to sit near me. I am a dope ped- 
dier. I am a bootlegger. I have 
been arrested for almost every 
crime in the world.” And he said, 
“My buddy here, his father has 
spent $25,000 (he was a leader 
in the city, postmaster, in fact), 
trying to cure him of the dope 
habit.

Superficial, Partial, 
Inadequate 


You say, “But I do the best 
I know.” Well, the best you know 


is not good enough. But you don’t | 


do the best you know. You know 
sometimes a man observes the 
law and doesn’t kill anybody and 
doesn’t get put in jail but in his 
wicked heart he may have had a 
hate that burned as hot as that of 
many a man who pulled the trigger 
of the gun. And I John 3:15 says, 
“Whosoever hateth his brother is 
a murderer.” And you may not 
have committed adultery out- 
wardly but “whosoever looketh on 
a woman to lust after her hath 
committed adultery with her al- 
ready in his heart” (Matt. 5:28). 
And covetousness in the heart is 
where real sin is, not simply when 
you take what isn’t yours. Oh, 
you may cure some of the out- 
breaking of sin but you can’t 
cure sin in the heart. Only Jesus 
can do that. We are sinners. There 
is no difference. 

No difference, how? Well, 
say, “I am righteous.’ But your 
righteousness deesn’t -go 
enough. Your righteousness 
doesn’t get down to a new heart.

Romans 3:22, 23, and 24, “For 
there is no difference: For al! have 
sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God; Being justified free- 
ly by grace through the redemp- 
tion that is in Christ Jesus.”’ Let’s 
go back and read it again. Romans 
3 and this time verse 22: “Even 
the righteousness of God which is 
by faith of Jesus Christ unto all 
and upon all them that believe:

In 
the first nine months of this year, 
throuxn September, we have sold 
over $40,000 worth. So last yea 


we broke the-record and this year 
we will go even beyond the prev- 
ious record in retail sales for my 
books. And we Know that lives are 
being transformed, souls’. saved, 
ministers turned from modernism, 
people stirred to win souls and 
have revival by these _ books. 
Therefore, we feel that we must 
reprint them and keep them avail- 
able. 

Now the simple fact is that we 


do not have the $25,000 or $30,000 
needed for new editions of these 
books that will soon be out ofl 


print or are already out of print. 
Besides the burden of paying cur- 


rent bills, we have paid off thou- 
sands of dollars of long-term 
notes. We have no surplus money. 


What shall we do? 

I have felt led to try .to save 
$500 by Christmas to put into the 
work of the Sword of the Lord. 
This will come from my preach- 
ing engagements (I have no Sal- 
ary from the Sword of the Lord). 
I will put that in a printing fund. 
If God puts it on the hearts of 
our friends and readers to help 
keep these books in print, we will 
reprint them. We ought to reprint 
about a year’s supply of each one, 
and we cannot ask printers and 
binders to wait that long for the 
money, so after earnest prayer 
I have decided to ask our friends 
to help us in this matter. 

I ask not a penny for myself. 
I will give as sacrificially as I 
can, If fifty other men will join 
me in giving $500 apiece, then if 
a thousand others will give what- 
ever they can, $1.00,- $5.00, $10 
$25, or $100, then we can put all 
these books back in print and keep 
the work going. 

It is the Lord’s work and not 
mine. In these days of unbelief, 
worldliness and sin, thousands 
need the plain preaching and Bible 
teaching in these books. I ask you 
to earnestly pray, then see what
